The cost to run the state govern- 
ment departments during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, was $14.14 per 
capita, according to statistics com- 
piled by the United States Depart- 


ment of Commerce. 
This is considerably greater than 
the 1923 per capita cost of $12.89. 


The per capita cost in 1918 was but 
$7.18. 

The total revenue of the state for 
the year was higher, having averaged 
$17.36 per capita. Payments on per- 
manent improvements, which are not 
included in the year by year cost 
of maintenance and operation, made 
this necessary. 

The Department of Commerce re- 
port shows that the actual cost of 
government for the year was $54,;551,- 
389. Included in this were $18,825,- 
889 in apportionments for education 
to the minor civil divisions of the 
gtaie. In additiéni to the cost of gov- 
ernment was $18,589,377 for “high- 
Way construction and maintenance. 

The report shows that the net 
|indebtedness of the state at the end 
of the fiscal year was $91,980,605, or 
$23.85. per capita. The per capita 
debt was’ $21.72 in 1923, and $12.19

Fundamentally it is all 
wrong he said. .The gasoline tax #s 
wrong, for if the state can place a 
sales. tax on gasoline what is there 
to prevent. it from imposing a sales 
tax on automobile tires or any other 
commodity. 

Forcing surplis* funds cat of the 
taxpayers’ pockets, also received the 
attention of Johnson. Budgets should 
be submitted as to the needs of the 
different departments and the amount 
needed should be raised, Johnson as- 
serted. There is now a surplus ot 
over $12,000,000 in the general fund, 
that should be in the hands of the 
taxpayers of the state; hé declared.
